They only lasted minutes, but the beatings 
of civil rights marchers in Selma, Ala., per- 
manently seared the inhumanity of Southern 
segregation onto the American conscience. 

The images were televised and captured 
in photographs: Police tear-gassed kneel- 
ing protesters, clubbed them and attacked 
them on horseback behind a civilian posse on 
Selma’s Edmund Pettus Bridge. Five decades 
later, many were struck by the resemblance as 
police lobbed tear gas at protesters last year 
in Ferguson, Mo., after the police shooting 
death of black i8 -year-old Michael Brown. 

President Obama and some surviving 
marchers are going back to Selma this week- 
end to commemorate the 50th anniversary 
of that “Bloody Sunday” assault, and to talk 
about how the country has— and has not— 
changed since then. 

Several Ferguson protesters also plan to go 
to Selma, hoping to ensure that more Ameri- 
cans will draw parallels between yesterday’s 
and today’s struggles. 

“It is clear that the struggle continues,” said 
human rights attorney Nicole Fee, who was 
in Ferguson during the unrest after police de- 
cided not to charge officer Darren Wilson in 


Brown’s death. 

A grand jury declined to indict Wilson as 
well last year. The Justice Department said 
Wednesday that it also would not seek to pros- 
ecute Wilson. It did issue a scathing report 
that called Ferguson’s law enforcement prac- 
tices discriminatory and unconstitutional. 

Similar things were said about Selma after 
the police killing of Jimmie Fee Jackson, 26, 
who died a few days after being shot in the 
stomach by Alabama state trooper James Bo- 


nard Fowler while trying to protect family 
members during a melee that broke out after 
a voting rights protest in February 1965. 

A grand jury later declined to indict Fowler, 
but in 2004, Fowler confessed to a newspaper 
reporter that he shot Jackson. He said he fired 
in self-defense after Jackson hit him on the 
head with a bottle. In 2010, Fowler pleaded 
guilty to second-degree manslaughter and was 
sentenced to six months in jail. 

Georgia congressman John Fewis, then a 


student activist who was beaten severely in 
Selma, also sees parallels between the 1965 
marches and the #BlackLivesMatter move- 
ment that sprang up after Brown’s death. He 
also sees a major distinction. 

“The only thing that is so different {is that] 
today I don’t think many of the young people 
have a deep understanding of the ways of non- 
violent direct action,” Fewis said. 

Other Selma veterans say they fear their 
sacrifices are being wasted by those who fail 
to vote, leading to lack of representation in 
government and on police forces. 

“There was nothing magic about Selma,” 
said Andrew %ung, one of Martin Futher 
King Jr.’s closest aides and an organizer in 
King’s Southern Christian Feadership Confer- 
ence. “Selma just gave us the right to vote. But 
if you don’t vote, and don’t take advantage of 
that right, you’re stiU living in a pre-Selma age.” 

African Americans voted at a higher rate 
than non-Hispanic whites in 2012—66.2 per- 
cent versus 64.1 percent— with Obama on the 
ballot. But voter turnout was down in last year’s 
midterm elections roughly three months after 
Brown was killed, and dismal in local elections. 
Fewer than 1,484 of Ferguson’s 12,096 registered 
voters cast ballots in the last mayoral election.

CTA ridership falls 3 percent In 2014

Buses continued a longtime trend of carrying 
most CTA passengers in 2014, but bus rider- 
ship fell 8 percent from the previous year as 
rail ridership rose to its highest level in more 
than 50 years, transit officials were set to an- 
nounce Friday 

The changes, part of a 3 percent overall 
CTA ridership decline last year, basically 
reflect recent local and national ridership 
trends showing a growing commuter prefer- 
ence for rail, CTA officials said. 

The reasons for the 4 percent increase in 
rail ridership include better service reliabil- 


ity on trains compared with buses, which are 
frequently stuck in heavy traffic; and in bad 
weather less of a ridership drop-off on rail, 
presumably because stations provide better 
protection from the elements than do bus 
shelters, transit officials said. 

In terms of the overall ridership decline, 
factors included snow and extreme cold in 
early 2014, transit officials said. 

But officials said they were encouraged 
by the seventh straight year overall in which 
bus and rail ridership totaled more than a 
half-billion rides. Total rides last year were 

514.5 million, the CTA reported. 


Total ridership is forecast to increase to 

522.5 million rides this year, according to the 2015 
CTA budget. It would represent an increase of 
0.7 percent from what the CTA expected for 
2014, before the final numbers were out. 

Average weekday ridership was 1.6 million 
in 2014, shaking out to an average of 877,668 
rides each day on buses and 752,734 daily on 
trains, CTA spokeswoman Tammy Chase said. 

Rail ridership for the year totaled 238 mil- 
lion rides, the highest level since 1961, officials 
said. The mark was reached despite the polar 
vortex winter weather and a reduced number 
of school days, the CTA said. 


CTA officials said the record rail ridership 
indicates that commuters are responding to 
modernization efforts. Almost one-third of 
CTA rail stations either received improve- 
ments or were rebuilt in the past four years, 
officials said. Projects included overhauling 
tracks on the Dan Ryan branch of the Red 
Line in 2013 and the ongoing reconstruction of 
tracks to eliminate slow zones and upgrade sta- 
tions on the O’Hare branch of the Blue Line. 

Bus ridership in 2014 totaled 276 million 
rides, the CTA said. Officials said they hoped 
that the decline on buses bottomed out by the 
end of 2014. 


200+ tickets for not shoveling sidewalks $g2M

More than 200 tickets have been issued to 
Chicago property owners who failed to clear 
their sidewalks of snow and ice so far this win- 
ter— less than half the number of citations is- 
sued last winter. 

Residents reported the scofflaws to the city 
resulting in more than 5,000 complaints to the 
city this winter, which saw less snow compared 
with last year. A total of 40.7 inches of snow fell 
in Chicago this winter defined by the National 
Weather Service from Dec. i through the end 
of February meteorologist Charles Mott said. 
That’s compared with the 67.4 inches of snow 
that dropped on the city last winter. 

Chicago businesses, landlords and hom- 
eowners are required to clear a five-foot-wide 
path under a city ordinance. They’re supposed 
to clear the sidewalk within three hours if the 
snow falls during the day before 4 p.m. with 
the exception of Sunday If the snow falls on 
Sunday or after 4 p.m., property owners have 
until 10 a.m. the next day to remove it from 
the sidewalk, according to the ordinance. 

But property owners don’t always do what 
they’re supposed to do. 

The city fielded 5,134 complaints lodged by 
people reporting uncleared sidewalks, said 
Mike Claffey spokesman for the city’s trans- 
portation department. He said some of those 
complaints could be duplicates. He could not 
immediately provide the number of com- 
plaints lodged last winter. 

Most of the tickets were issued after Su-

per Bowl Sunday— Feb. i— when Chicago 
got socked with 16.2 inches of snow, the 
most snow this winter on a single day and 
the fourth largest one-day total in Chicago 
history, according to the weather service and 
the city The other three snowiest days in 
Chicago history: 18.6 inches on Jan. 2, 1999; 

16.5 inches on Jan. 13, 1979; and 16.4 inches on 
Jan. 26, 1967, said Mott. 

After a complaint comes in to the city 
inspectors are dispatched to the sites and 
try to work with property owners to get the 
sidewalks cleared, Claffey said. They found 
852 sites cleared of snow when they visited the 



locations but also issued 2,119 warnings, he 
said. Details about the balance of complaints 
weren’t available. 

The city ended up handing out a total of 
213 citations this winter season from Octo- 
ber through this week to property owners for 
failing to clear the sidewalk of snow and ice, 
Claffey said. The citations carry a fine of $50 
for individuals and up to $1,000 for businesses. 

According to CDOT, the city wrote 
445 tickets last winter, 24 tickets in the win- 
ter of 2012, 1 ticket in the winter of 2011 and 
50 tickets in the winter of 2010.

CTA train reroutes, 
other projects to start 


By Tracy Swartz i redeye 
Fard Muhammad, of Evanston, is preparing 
for stop-and-go traffic Monday morning on his 
ride to work— not on the roads to his Loop job, 
but on the CTA tracks. 

Muhammad, who takes the Purple Line 
Express from Evanston into the Loop in the 
mornings to his computer programming job, 
could have a commute that’s four to six min- 
utes longer starting Monday 

That’s when the CTA will begin rerouting 
southbound Purple Line Express trains onto 
Red Line tracks on the North Side and forcing 
Purple Line Express trains to make three new 
stops on their way to the Loop over the next 
year amid trackwork near the Wilson Red Line 
stop, which is undergoing renovation. 

Purple Line Express riders likely will see 
the lengthiest delays, but Red Line riders who 
travel from the North Side to the Loop in the 
mornings could see two- to four-minute delays, 
CTA spokesman Brian Steele said. North- 
bound Purple Line Express and Red Line ser- 
vice will not be affected during this phase of 
the project and the Wilson stop will remain 
open during construction, Steele said. 

Though Muhammad has a car, he said he 
plans to budget extra time for the reroutes. 

“Driving would be too expensive at this 
point— especially with parking. Ell stick with 
the Purple {Line} and just anticipate longer 
travel times,” said Muhammad, 35. 

Some North Side and suburban riders like 
Muhammad are bracing for commuting head- 
aches over the next year as the CTA demol- 
ishes and reconstructs the southbound Purple 
Line Express track next to Uptown’s Wilson 
stop, which is being rebuilt as a permanent 
transfer point for the Purple Line Express in a 


$203 million project. 

Purple Line Express trains, which typically 
operate nonstop between the Howard stop in 
Rogers Park and the Belmont stop in Lakev- 
iew during rush hours, will be rerouted onto 
Red Line tracks for about 2 miles between the 
Lawrence Red Line stop in Uptown and the 
Belmont stop until spring of 2016. 

Because they are operating on Red Line 
tracks. Purple Line Express trains will stop at 
the Sheridan, Wilson and Addison Red Line 
stations on the North Side. 

“We are encouraging customers, especially 
the first couple days of the project, to allow ex- 
tra time in their commute,” Steele said. 

The Wilson project, which is being paid for 
with local, state and federal funds, began in 
the fall and is expected to be complete by the 
end of 2017. The CTA also will add elevators to 
make the stop accessible for wheelchair riders. 

The city on Monday also will begin work on 
two major construction projects in the Loop. 

Starting March 16, the city will be closing 
traffic lanes on westbound Madison Street at 
Wabash Avenue and on southbound Clinton 
Street at Randolph Street as it begins work 
on its new $32 million Loop Link express bus 
system, which is expected to reduce commute 
time for six CTA bus routes. 

Also March 16, the Loop’s MadisonA)(^abash 
stop will close permanently The city is build- 
ing a $75 million Washington A)(^abash station 
that will be a combination of the Madison/ 
Wabash stop and the Randolph/Wabash stop. 

Those who normally use the Madison/Wa- 
bash stop can walk two blocks north or south 
to catch Loop trains during construction, 
which is expected to last 18 months.

Most Americans support 
same-sex marriage: survey 

In the late 1980s, support for gay marriage essentially was unheard 
of in America. Just a quarter century later, it’s now favored by a clear 
majority of Americans. 

That dramatic shift in opinion is among the fastest changes ever 
measured by the General Social Survey a comprehensive and widely 
respected survey from NORC, an independent research organiza- 
tion based at the University of Chicago that has measured trends on 
a huge array of American attitudes for more than four decades. 

Support for a right of same-sex couples to marry has risen 8 per- 
centage points in the past two years and jumped 45 points since the 
question was first asked in 1988, when only ii percent of Americans 
said they agreed with the idea. The survey now finds that only a third 
of Americans are opposed to gay marriage. 

“Many things don’t change a lot. Most things change very slowly” 
said Tom W Smith, director of the General Social Survey “This is one 
of the most impressive changes we’ve measured.” 

The release of the 2014 survey comes as federal courts have rap- 
idly increased the number of states where same-sex couples can le- 
gally marry and as marriage licenses are now being issued in at least 
36 states. The US. Supreme Court is expected before July to rule on 
whether states can legally exclude gay and lesbian couples from mar- 
rying, or if those bans violate the US. Constitution. 

The survey found that 56 percent of Americans overall now agree 
that gay and lesbian couples should have the right to get married, up 
from 48 percent who said so in 2012.

Busch, in his second tour with the Fire, could 
have been referencing almost any Chicago pro 
team. But as it pertains to his own, the Fire might 
be closer to a turnaround than it might appear.

“I wanted to try a new country, a com- 
pletely new life experience,” said the Scot- 
tish national team veteran, who was born and 
spent the first few years of his life in Malaysia.

As fans and his teammates become more 
familiar with him, Maloney is observing Chi- 
cago’s healthy obsessions. 

“I know it’s a huge sports city” he said. 
“Pretty much since Pve been here Pve been 
looking out for the basketball team. My room- 
mate with the team {Busch} is a big ice hockey 
fan, so we’ve been watching the Blackhawks.” 

That ought to win over a sizable portion of 
Chicago right there. And when Maloney and 
Busch aren’t training or watching hockey TV 
is one subject they tackle. 

“We’ve been going back and forth on what 
silly TV shows we watch,” Busch said. “Every- 
thing from ‘Storage Wars’ to ‘The Blacklist’ to 
‘The Voice.’ He was actually trying to tell me 
that in the U.K. that they came up with ‘The 
Voice’ before we did. We had a good debate 
on that.”

On paper, Spencer Tweedy doesn’t seem like an average 19 -year-old. 

After all, he’s the son of Wilco frontman Jeff Tweedy; spent his childhood at 
Lounge Ax, the historic former club co-owned by his mother. Sue Miller; co-found- 
edThe Blisters at age 7; and last year released “Sukierae,” a loving and fan album he 
made with his father under the name Tweedy He’s also appeared on albums from 
American music legends, like Mavis Staples’ “One True Vine” and most recently. 
Pops Staples’ posthumous effort “Don’t Lose This,” released in early February 

He’s currently gearing up for Tweedy’s 2015 tour, which kicks off Friday and Saturday at the 
Vic Theatre. Considering the project’s hometown debut at Taste of Chicago 2014 was rained 
out and canceled, the two-night stint will serve as Tweedy’s big Chicago introduction, especially 
for fans who missed their intimate and semi-secret appearance at Lincoln Hall last July 

While not many people his age are successful, touring musicians, Spencer (who lives in on the 
Northwest Side) comes off as a normal, down-to-earth teenager during our phone interview. 
He’s also polite and thoughtful. In fact, in conversation he subtly took on some of his dad’s man- 
nerisms as he spoke warmly and candidly on his future, his love of pickles and why “dad rock” is 
a bad way to describe music. 


His college plans: 

“I’m going to get out of the city, but I’m 
intent on coming back as soon as possible. 
I’m a die-hard Chicagoan, and I think that 
every other city is stupid and I don’t want to 
live anywhere else.” 

“I’ll be attending a liberal arts school in 
Wisconsin. It’s not too far from home, which 
was part of my choice for that because I want 
to be able to come home when I need to or if 
there’s a show in Chicago I want to see. I’m 
leaning towards English right now but with 
liberal arts you never know” 

On Tweedy’s big hometown live debut at 
the Vic: 

“I’m extremely excited. That was such a 
bummer last summer when Taste of Chicago 
was canceled. It’s cool that now we get to do 
two nights and that all my friends are going 


to be there. ... A funny thing is that the very 
first stage we played on together was the Vic. 
Before our first official show we played a 
rehearsal there, just so it wouldn’t be the very 
first time we ever stepped foot on a stage.” 

What’s changed since he started touring 
with Tweedy: 

“I definitely feel like I’ve grown more confi- 
dent as a performing musician. I had to de- 
velop some sea legs in the beginning, being the 
youngest in the band and looking up to all the 
other musicians. These are bigger shows than 
I’ve ever played before, and that’s awesome, 
but it’s also a little more demanding.” 

The most bizarre Item on his rider: 

“Pickles. I wasn’t the first to put it on there, 
but I’m a proud Jew and I love a good dill 
pickle.” 




What it’s like to grow up with Wilco: 

“Growing up, I never really listened to Wilco 
while my dad was home, just ’cause it feels 
really weird. But I listen to a lot of Wilco, and 
I love the band. It never got in the way of my 
appreciation for them, but sometimes I put 
on headphones instead of speakers if my dad 
is around.” 

Why he hates the term “dad rock”: 

“I think it’s dismissive and snarky I try to 
have a good sense of humor about it. My 
Dad is graceful and diplomatic, and he 
refuses to be prickly in public about that 
term. I, on the other hand, am a little bit 
farther removed from it. I’m a scrappy little 
dude, and I don’t have a problem saying 
it makes me upset sometimes. I don’t like 
what it insinuates, and frankly, I think it’s 
bulllbleepl.”

His favorite Wilco record: 

“I don’t know if I’m comfortable saying 
‘favorite,’ but one that’s really special to me 
is ‘Summerteeth.’That album has a special 
place in my heart just because I was about 
four or five years old when they were working 
on it. I have a lot of nice memories of listen- 
ing to it with my mom and with my dad on 
the road.” 

Whether he’s told his dad that any record of 
his “wasn’t really my favorite”: 

“We’ve never had that conversation. 
Sometimes my dad will tell me stories about 
being on the road and having a fan come up 
to him after a show and say, ‘So Jeff, ‘Wilco 
(The Album),’ that really sucked, right?’ But 
no, it’s offensive; it’s a piece of art that they 
made.” 

On the Blisters, which has been around for 
12 years, a tenure longer than Wilco’s cur- 
rent incarnation: 

“We’ve been around longer than the Beatles 
survived too. [jokingly] We’re also better 


than the Beatles. {Laughs.} I’m just kidding. 
The plan with the Blisters is that we just get 
together when everybody’s home. We played 
a couple of shows this winter break, and 
those went well. The band is really special to 
me because we’ve been together so long and 
they’re some of my best friends. I don’t know, 
maybe we’ll record again sometime but for 
right now, we’ll just see what happens.” 

On the future of Tweedy: 

“I don’t think it’s going to be a one-off 
project. I don’t know when we’ll have the 
opportunity to put out another release. But 
with the insane luxury of having your own 
recording studio and having a studio engineer 
who’s a best friend of ours, we can record 
whenever. We’ve also worked on a ton of stuff 
since ‘Sukierae’ came out. My feeling is that 
some of it will see the light of day but some 
of it will see the vault. Right now, there are 
no plans for a release, but I think we’re both 
intent on still doing stuff”

Jason Schwartzman defines “lovably aw- 
ful’’ in Alex Ross Perry’s corrosive come- 
dy, playing a misanthropic young author 
who’s rude to everyone-because that’s 
what he thinks literary geniuses are sup- 
posed to do. The movie works not just 
because Schwartzman’s so funny as a 
raging jerk but also because Perry makes 
daring structural and visual choices.

she passes away It’s surprising that director 
David Cronenberg (‘A History of Violence,” 
“Eastern Promises”), who’s built a career on 
movies with something provocative to say 
considered Bruce Wagner’s script up to par; 
rarely does “Maps to the Stars” seem like any- 
thing but a contrived soap opera of extreme 
Hollywood caricatures of Hollywood types. 


Havana asking limo driver/actor Jerome

around in Cronenberg’s “Cosmopolis”), who’s 
dating Agatha, ‘Are my holes better?” while 
trying to make herself feel better about her 
age, registers as impossible to take seriously 
rather than profoundly sad. Though it’s 
not hard to imagine how Benjie’s earning 
$300,000 a week at the age of 9 turned him 
into the bigoted, awful teenager he is today 
The forthcoming “Clouds of Sils Maria,” 
which co-stars Juliette Binoche and Kris- 
ten Stewart and played the 2014 Chicago 


International Film Festival, has far superior 
performances and a richer look into what 
it’s like to be famous and flailing. In fact, 
Cronenberg’s son Brandon also made a 
stranger and better movie about society’s ce- 
lebrity obsession: In 2013’s ‘Antiviral,” people 
pay to have stars’ viruses injected into their 
bodies. In “Maps,” Benjie talks about people 
paying to own his feces. At this point nothing 
is shocking, and perhaps the great, ironic 
tragedy of this drama about status obsession 
is that, like its subjects, the movie is unaware 
of just how little it has to contribute.
